These  vacations  illustrate  the  value 
my  parents  put  on  education  and  intel¬ 
lect,  qualities  they  prize  in  themselves, 
their  friends,  and — especially — 
their  offspring.  The  problem  with 
intellectualism,  though,  is  that  it  some¬ 
times  degenerates  into  intellectual 
arrogance.  Intellectually  arrogant  peo¬ 
ple  tend  to  discount  any  qualities  other 
than  intelligence,  feeling  that  since 
they’re  smart,  they  don’t  necessarily 
have  to  be  considerate  of  others,  let 
alone  empathize  with  them. 

By  not  connecting  with  other  peo¬ 
ple,  the  intellectually  arrogant  miss  out 
on  a  lot,  including  (somewhat  ironical¬ 
ly)  learning  opportunities.  If  we’re  not 
open  and  accepting  of  others  and  their 
experiences  and  feelings,  how  can  we 
grow  mentally  or  emotionally? 

The  answer,  of  course,  is  that  we 
can’t.  So  a  closed  mind,  even  a  first- 
class  mind  with  a  first-class  education, 
isn’t  much  good  at  all. 

Speaking  of  summer  vacations,  if 
you’re  planning  a  get-away  or  just 
hoping  for  a  few  hours  of  leisure  time, 
this  issue  of  The  Magazine  contains 
lots  of  good  reading. 


In  celebration  of  the  summer 
Olympic  Games,  held  this  year  in 
Athens,  Through  the  Years  explores 
the  lives  of  four  Theta  Olympians  and 
their  quests  for  gold,  and  silver,  and 
bronze. 

Beginning  on  page  16,  we  profile 
Janice  Ramsay,  B/Indiana.  At  a  time 
when  not  many  women  earned  law 
degrees  and  still  fewer  joined  large, 
successful  firms  or  started  their  own 
law  practices,  Ramsay  did  all  three.  In 
the  process,  she  helped  put  a  crack  in 
a  very  thick  glass  ceiling  and  eased 
the  way  for  other  women  attorneys. 

I’ll  venture  to  guess  that  most  of  us 
would  have  trouble  finding  Eritrea  on 
a  map  and  still  more  trouble  leaving 
our  familiar  lives  and  going  there  to 
live  and  work.  Yet  that’s  exactly  what 
Meg  Shea,  TT/Tulsa,  did,  traveling  to 
a  small,  poor  African  country  to  help 
patients  with  diabetes  and  thyroid  and 
kidney  diseases.

And  on  page  26,  we  commemorate 
the  centennial  of  the  first  Theta  chap¬ 
ter  to  be  established  in  the  southern 
US.  In  addition  to  celebrating  a  100th 
birthday,  the  Alpha  Eta  Chapter  on  the 
Vanderbilt  campus  in  Nashville  also 
recently  began  a  major  renovation  of 
the  chapter  facility.

Scholarship  News 

One  of  the  primary  reasons  that  the  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta  Foundation  was  founded  in  1 960 
was  to  establish  and  grant  scholarships  for 
deserving  members.  In  2004,  a  total  of  438 
undergraduate  and  alumnae  members  applied 


for  more  than  $480,000  in  scholarships. 

Thanks  to  our  members  and  friends  who 
thoughtfully  remembered  the  Foundation  in 
their  estate  plans,  each  of  the  2004  Founders 
Memorial  Scholarship  awards  was  increased 
from  $8,000  to  $10,000.  Each  college  chap¬ 
ter  has  the  annual  privilege  and  responsibili¬ 
ty  of  nominating  its  most  outstanding  junior 
member  for  a  Founders  Memorial 
Scholarship.  Four  of  the  nominees  are  cho¬ 
sen  to  receive  the  scholarships,  which  are 
named  in  honor  of  Theta's  founders. 

Grants  available  for  2004-05 

Would  you  like  to  attend  a  workshop?  Is 
your  college  or  alumnae  chapter  interested 
in  sponsoring  a  leadership  training  program? 

The  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Foundation 
Board  of  Trustees  announces  the  availability 
of  more  than  $40,000  in  funds  for  the 
2004-2005  fiscal  year.  Grants  are  to  be  used 
for  leadership  training  and  development  or 
non-degree  educational  courses. 

Leadership  training  is  defined  as  "...  pro¬ 
viding  tools  to  achieve  new  insights,  build 
effective  teams  or  enhance  society  in  a 
wider  influence  for  the  good."  Examples 
might  include  conflict  management,  group 
dynamics,  vision  setting,  goal  or  priority 
setting,  ethical  decision  making,  diversity 
training  or  adapting  to  changes. 

Education  is  defined  as  "...  obtaining 
additional  knowledge  and  skills  for  a  partic¬ 
ular  purpose."  A  program  of  instruction 
should  be  of  a  specific  nature  or  level  which 
would  enlighten,  guide,  train  or  develop. 
Grants  would  apply  toward  certification, 
job  advancement,  and  lifelong  learning 
opportunities. 

Grant  applications  must  be  received  at  least 
90  days  prior  to  the  scheduled  date  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  or  course.

A&M  University  [Delta  Omega]  for 
their  unyielding  support  of  my  mili¬ 
tary  unit  during  its  deployment  to  Iraq.

Every  four  years — since  the  modern  Olympic  games 
began  in  1896 — the  world's  finest  athletes  gather  to 
compete  for  the  gold,  silver,  and  bronze.  We  all  have 
memories  of  spectacular  moments  in  Olympic  history.  One 
most  of  us  share  is  Kerri  Strug's  courageous 
performance — landing  an  unforgettable  vault  on  an  injured 
ankle  and  clinching  the  first  Olympic  gold  for  the  US 
women’s  gymnastics  team.  Kappa  Alpha  Thetas  are  justly 
proud  that  Strug  became  a  Theta  following  the  1 996 
Olympic  games  (Beta  Xi/UCLA).  There  have  been  three 
other  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Olympians,  however,  who  you  may 
not  recall. 

When  the  modern  games  were  reincarnated  in  Athens  in 
the  late  19th  century,  women  were  not  invited  to  compete, 
although  women  had  competed  in  games  of  ancient  Greece. 

It  was  not  until  1912  that  women  were  formally  welcomed 
to  the  modern  games.  And  not  until  this  summer’s  games 
will  the  number  of  women  competing  equal  the  number  of 
men.  Imagine  the  personal  confidence  and  determination 
required  for  women  to  compete  in  sports  when  such  compe¬ 
tition  was  not  accepted.  Women  athletes  were  scrutinized  in 
ways  the  men  were  not,  just  as  Theta’s  founders  were 
maligned  when  they  sought  an  education  equal  to  their 
brothers. 


The  first  Theta  to  win  an  Olympic  medal  was  Jane  Fauntz, 
Delta/Illinois,  who  won  a  bronze  in  diving  at  the  1932 
games.  Because  she  was  a  US  diving  champion  and  the  US 
dominated  the  sport,  many  believed  Fauntz  would  bring 
home  the  gold.  But  the  judges  interrupted  her  final  dive  (she 
was  then  in  first  place) — saying  her  swimming  suit  was  cut 
too  low — and  demanded  she  change.  She  changed.  But  as 
Fauntz  later  said,  “I  became  unnerved  and  lost  first  place.” 
She  came  home  with  the  bronze.  A  notable  leader  in  the 
physical  education  field  in  those  times  had  proclaimed  the 
Olympics  in  particular  and  competitive  sports  in  general 
women’s  greatest  enemy,  because  they  will  cause  her  [sic]  to 
lose  her  womanliness.”  As  Fauntz’s  experience  illustrates, 
women  athletes  were  damned  if  they  were  and  damned  if 
they  weren’t  deemed  ‘feminine.’ 

As  Jane  Fauntz  returned  to  life  as  a  collegian,  the  depres¬ 
sion  of  the  1930s  continued,  and  she  was  earning  her  way 
through  school.  Her  determination  to  complete  her  degree 
prompted  her  to  transfer  to  Northwestern,  allowing  her  to 
perform  in  diving  exhibitions  at  the  1933  Century  of 
Progress  Exposition,  in  nearby  Chicago,  and  continue  her 
studies.  Those  efforts  provided  a  semester’s  expenses.  With 
her  sisters'  backing,  she  received  a  loan  from  the  Fraternity’s 
Loan  and  Scholarship  Fund,  and  she  completed  her  under¬ 
graduate  work.  A  few  years  later,  Fauntz  said,  “Theta  has 
been  marvelous  to  me  ...  I  could  never  have  obtained  my  col¬ 
lege  degree  without  the  aid  of  the  Loan  fund....” 

In  1944,  eighteen-year-old  Ann  Curtis  was  the  first 
woman  and  the  first  swimmer  of  either  sex  to  win  the  AAU 
Sullivan  Award,  which  recognizes  the  top  amateur  athlete  in 
the  US.  Curtis,  Omega/UC  Berkeley,  was  the  premier 
freestyle  swimmer  of  the  1940s — with  31  national  titles  and 
four  world  records — when  she  qualified  to  compete  in  the 
1948  Olympics. 

Berkeley  did  not  have  a  women’s  competitive  swimming 
program,  so  Curtis  trained  off-campus  in  the  Navy’s  50- 
meter  pool  at  Treasure  Island.  Interviewed  many  decades 
later,  she  said,  “I  forget  all  about  it  (the  Olympics)  in 
between  games,  until  I  watch  it  on  television.  I  know  that 
glassy  look  in  a  medalist’s  eyes... .You’ve  thought  about  it, 
you’ve  visualized  it,  you’ve  swam  it.  But  nothing  compares 
to  the  real  thing.  [In  the  final  race  in  London]  I  could  hear 
the  crowd  roaring.  I  realized  the  British  swimmer  was  creep¬ 
ing  up  on  me.  All  I  could  think  of  was  giving  it  my  all  at  that 
instant.”  Bringing  home  one  silver  and  two  gold  medals,  she 
and  her  teammates  were  greeted  with  a  ticker-tape  parade 
down  San  Francisco’s  Market  Street.  Four  decades  later,  Ann 
Curtis  Cuneo — still  recognized  as  a  world-class 
swimmer — was  inducted  into  the  International  Women’s 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

Paula  Jean  Myers,  Omicron/USC,  was  a  member  of  three 
US  Olympic  diving  teams — 1952,  1956,  and  1960 — in 
which  she  won  silver,  bronze  and  two  silver  medals,  respec¬ 
tively.  She  went  to  her  first  Olympics  at  age  16.  The 
youngest  of  a  family  of  four,  whose  father  died  when  she 
was  months  old,  Myers  was  a  natural  athlete  and  innately 
competitive.  Her  widowed  mother  never  remarried  and  was 
without  significant  financial  resources,  but  she  did  encourage 
and  allow  her  daughter  to  follow  her  dreams.  In  later  years, 
Myers  recalled  how,  as  a  very  young  girl,  she  would  take  the

bus  from  her  home  in  Covina  into  Los  Angeles  for  diving 
lessons  and  practice  sessions  at  the  Los  Angeles  Athletic 
Club,  returning  home — again  by  bus  and  late  at  night — by 
herself.  At  that  time,  Olympic  athletes  were  also  truly  on 
their  own  financially.  They  could  not  accept  monetary  sup¬ 
port  beyond  expenses  or  gifts  valued  under  $25.  At  risk  was 
the  requisite  amateur  standing. 


These  four  women — Kerri  Strug,  Paula  Jean  Myers,  Ann 
Curtis,  and  Jane  Fauntz — all  personify  perseverance,  a  trait 
highly  prized  by  Thetas  the  world  over.  Perseverance,  cou¬ 
pled  with  tremendous  skill  and  the  ability  to  focus,  enabled 
each  of  them  to  become  her  country’s  best,  succeeding  when 
competing  with  the  world’s  best  and  bringing  home  the 
bronze,  the  silver,  and  the  gold.  ♦

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Since  setting  early  precedents  for  women, 
attorney  Janice  Ramsay’s  career  has  soared

She  can  laugh  now,  but  in  the 

late  1960s  and  early  ’70s,  attor¬ 
ney  Janice  Ramsay, 
Beta/Indiana,  found  little  humor  in  the 
legal  profession. 

In  the  course  of  law  school  inter¬ 
views,  Ramsay  recalls  one  dean 
telling  her  he  was  hesitant  to  “waste  a 
spot  on  a  woman.”  After  all,  he  rea¬ 
soned,  she’d  just  wind  up  having 
babies. 

Potential  employers  were  equally 
skeptical.  Ramsay  sent  out  70  resumes 
and,  despite  ranking  sixth  in  her 
University  of  San  Francisco  School  of 
Law  graduating  class  with  Moot 
Court,  McAuliffe  Honor  Society,  and 
Law  Review  memberships,  she  gar¬ 
nered  only  a  handful  of  interviews. 

The  objection?  Firms  didn’t  feel  their 
clients  would  be  interested  in  “talking 
to  a  woman.” 

And  even  after  breaking  ground  to 
become  the  first  woman  hired  by  the 
Los  Angeles  law  firm  of  Cummins, 
White  and  Breidenbach  in  1971, 
Ramsay  wrestled  with  roadblocks. 
Among  the  most  memorable  was  the 
Johnson  Club.  Although  women  could 
not  join  the  Club,  Ramsay  occasional¬ 
ly  had  lunch  there  as  a  guest  of  her 
male  colleagues.  When  she  did,  how¬ 
ever,  only  one  of  the  Club’s  dining 
rooms  was  open  to  her — and  to  reach 
it,  she  had  to  ride  up  in  a  separate 
elevator. 

“I  felt  very  wounded  at  the  time, 
but  I  didn’t  lose  my  determination,” 
recalls  Ramsay.  “The  upside,  though, 
is  that  every  sour  has  its  sweet.  When 
I  finally  did  break  in,  I  realized  I  was 
one  of  only  a  few  women  around,  and 
people  were  watching  me. 

“It  was  a  bit  of  a  burden,  feeling  as 
if  people  judged  all  women  by  me,” 
she  adds,  “but  I  felt  hugely  responsi¬ 
ble  to  do  a  good  job.  In  some  ways, 
the  future  of  women  in  the  legal  pro¬ 
fession  was  resting  on  my  shoulders.” 

As  it  turned  out,  their  futures  were 
solidly  supported.  Today,  Ramsay  is  a 
principal  of  Berger  Kahn,  Los 
Angeles,  with  a  specialty  in  property 
insurance  coverage  issues.  She’s  also 
in  demand  nationwide  as  an  expert 
witness  and  lecturer. 

Her  resume  reflects  that  of  a  true 
trailblazer.  In  addition  to  being  the 
first  woman  hired  by  Cummins,  White 
and  Breidenbach,  Ramsay  became 
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that  firm’s  first  female  partner  in  1975. 
Nine  years  later,  she  started  her  own 
law  firm,  the  first  in  Orange  County  to 
be  founded  by  a  woman.  For  years, 
Ramsay  and  Johnson  ranked  as  the 
only  female-founded  law  firm  on 
Orange  County’s  list  of  top  50  firms. 
Due  to  her  outstanding  achievements 
in  the  legal  profession,  Ramsay  also 
recently  was  invited  to  join  the  Dean’s 
Advisory  Board  for  Indiana 
University’s  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences. 

Ahead  Of  Her  Time 

Ramsay  grew  up  near  her  alma 
mater,  in  the  small  community  of 
Noblesville,  Ind.  Coming  from  a  town 
of  8,000  people  and  graduating  as 
valedictorian  of  her  105-member  high 
school  class,  Ramsay  found  Indiana 
University  to  be  a  truly  eye-opening 
experience.  Pledging  Theta  in  1961 
also  broadened  her  horizons. 

“In  retrospect,  I  was  pretty  unso¬ 
phisticated,  and  it  was  good  for  me  to 
be  exposed  to  young  women  who 
came  from  bigger  cities  or  from  fami¬ 
lies  with  stronger  academic  traditions,” 
Ramsay  says.  “Theta  changed  my  life 
in  that  regard — I  knew  I  wanted  to 
‘see  the  world’  and  experience  life  in  a 
broader  sense.” 

The  Fraternity  experience  prompted 
questions  as  well,  Ramsay  recalls. 
“Most  of  my  Theta  sisters  did  what 
was  true  of  many  women  at  that 
time — they  went  through  college,  got 
an  excellent  education,  and  were  then 
expected  to  get  married,  have  children, 
and  let  their  husbands  support  them. 

“That  path,  and  not  having  my  own 
identity,  felt  uncomfortable  for  me.  I 
was  always  curious — why  didn’t  more 
women  feel  the  way  I  did?” 

Despite  misgivings,  Ramsay  fol¬ 
lowed  the  “traditional”  route.  She 
graduated  in  1964  with  a  bachelor  of 
arts  degree,  married,  and  taught  in  an 
Indianapolis  high  school  while  her 
husband  went  to  medical  school. 

“I  did  all  the  things  I  was  ‘sup¬ 
posed’  to  do,”  says  Ramsay,  “but 
sometimes,  circumstances  just  impel 
us.  I  watched  as  men  continued  in 
graduate  school  and  I  thought,  I'm  just 
as  smart  as  they  are ,  and  if  they  can 
do  it,  so  can  /. 

“I  was  interested  in  law  because  it 
seemed  to  me  that  if  you  knew  about 


the  law,  you  also  knew  a  lot 
about  business,  and  history,  and 
the  way  society  works.” 

Ramsay  took  night  classes  at 
Indiana  University,  and  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  University  of  San 
Francisco  when  her  husband 
took  an  internship  in  the  Bay 
area.  She  graduated  in  1 969  as 
one  of  only  four  women  in  her 
class — the  same  year  her  hus¬ 
band  left  for  a  one-year  tour  of 
duty  in  Vietnam. 

“At  the  time,  I  felt  he  and  I 
were  in  two  different  war 
zones,”  says  Ramsay,  referring 
to  her  first  position  with  the 
Office  of  Economic  Opportunity 
in  Watts.  “I  worked  with  several 
lawyers  on  the  Office’s  staff 
and,  along  with  doctors  and 
dentists,  we  were  a  whole  clinic 
of  professionals  trying  to  serve 
the  Watts  community.” 

Shortly  after  his  return  from 
Vietnam,  Ramsay  and  her  first 
husband  divorced.  But,  by  1971, 
other  doors  began  to  creak  open. 


A  T railblazer  at 
Work 

Breaking  in  as  the  first 
woman  hired  by  the  law  firm  of 
Cummins,  White  and 
Breidenbach  was  a  “very  touching 
experience,”  Ramsay  recalls.  Although 
one  partner  questioned  whether  she 
was  “tough  enough”  to  be  a  trial 
lawyer,  the  firm’s  senior  partner  had  a 
daughter  in  law  school — a  factor  that 
affected  his  receptivity  to  hiring  a 
woman.  At  the  same  time,  the  law  of 
good  faith  handling  of  property  insur¬ 
ance  coverage  matters  came  into  play, 
and  Ramsay’s  niche  in  insurance  law 
and  insurance  company  defense  work 
assumed  focus. 

Thirteen  years  later,  circumstances 
again  impelled  Ramsay  who,  by  that 
time,  had  remarried  and  was  a  partner 
of  Cummins,  White  and  Breidenbach. 
She  decided  to  leave  the  practice  to 
start  her  own  law  firm  with  associate 
Judy  Johnson.  “Things  had  changed 
somewhat,”  Ramsay  says,  “but  as 
recently  as  1 984, 1  was  very  concerned 
about  whether  clients  would  go  to  a 
law  firm  headed  by  a  woman. 

“But  a  number  of  my  clients  fol-

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lowed  me,  and  the  reception  was  very 
positive.  We  took  off  running.” 

Ramsay  and  Johnson’s  pace  never 
slowed.  By  the  late  1 980s,  the  firm 
totaled  five  women,  and  turned  the  tra¬ 
ditional  tables  by  hiring  its  first  male 
attorney.  “He  thought  it  was  kind  of 
fun,”  Ramsay  recalls,  “and  he  was 
quickly  followed  by  other  men.”  At  its 
peak,  the  firm  had  2 1  attorneys  and  50 
total  employees. 

Johnson,  Ramsay’s  longtime  friend 
and  associate,  credits  much  of  the 
firm’s  success  to  circumstances  and 
character.  “Other  law  firms  were  begin¬ 
ning  to  promote  women,  and  our  client 
base  was  hiring  more  female  claims 
managers  as  well,”  Johnson  says. 

“Janice  was  and  is  a  strong  believer 
that  the  character  of  an  organization 
starts  from  the  top,”  she  adds.  “If  the 
top  people  are  generous,  fair,  and  hon¬ 
est,  that  creates  a  firm  with  the  same 
characteristics.  She  also  brings  a  posi¬ 
tive  outlook  to  everything.  People 
click  with  Janice  instantly,  and  she 
was  a  wonderful  mentor  to  me.” 

In  1999,  Ramsay  decided  to  merge 
her  practice  and  all  interested  firm 
members  with  Berger  Kahn,  one  of 
California’s  largest  practices,  with 
offices  in  Los  Angeles,  Orange 
County,  the  San  Francisco  Bay  area, 
and  San  Diego,  and  approximately  90 
attorneys.  “It’s  hard  to  know  where  to 
go  next  when  you  have  your  own  law 
firm,  and  you’re  approaching  sixty 
years  old,”  she  explains.  Former  part¬ 
ner  Judy  Johnson  opted  to  branch  off 
and  form  her  own  firm. 

The  challenges  at  Berger  Kahn, 
where  she  is  now  a  principal,  are  mul¬ 
tifaceted,  giving  Ramsay  opportunities 
to  litigate  losses  dating  back  to  some 
of  California’s  biggest  stories:  land¬ 
slides;  the  Los  Angeles  riots;  the 
Laguna  Beach  and  Oakland  fires  of 
the  early  1990s;  and  the  state’s  earth¬ 
quakes,  including  extensive  work  on 
the  Northridge  earthquake  claims. 
Cases  such  as  business  interruption 
due  to  a  fire  or  flood  also  can  lead  her 
into  complicated  and  extended  litiga¬ 
tion.  To  date,  Ramsay  has  been 
retained  in  more  than  150  matters  as 
an  expert  witness  on  good  faith  han¬ 
dling  of  property  insurance  coverage 
matters. 

“My  clientele  consists  mostly  of 
insurance  companies — the  people  you 


love  to  hate,”  she  says,  laughing.  “But 
I’ve  come  to  believe  that  insurance  is 
really  what  makes  capitalism  work. 

“Think  of  how  you’d  feel  about 
home  ownership,  driving  a  car,  or  visits 
to  the  doctor  if  you  didn’t  have  insur¬ 
ance.  Pure  capitalism  is  pretty  risky  and 
has  harsh  results  if  you’re  the  person 
with  bad  luck.  Insurance  smoothes  out 
those  risks  in  our  society.” 

The  specialty  also  exposes  society’s 
foibles,  Ramsay  says.  “Insurance  is 
about  everything  that  happens  to  all 
kinds  of  people.  I  see  soap  operas  all 
day  long,  and  I  joke  about  it.  If  some 
of  these  cases  were  written  up  for  tele¬ 
vision,  they  wouldn’t  sell  because  no 
one  would  believe  it.” 

Balancing  the  Scales 

As  Abraham  Lincoln  once  said,  “the 
law  is  a  jealous  mistress,”  and  over  the 
next  decade,  Ramsay  hopes  to  carve 
more  free  time  from  her  demanding 
schedule.  “I  like  being  involved  in  life 
and  work,  but  I  don’t  see  myself  work¬ 
ing  at  the  same  marathon  pace  at  age 
71,”  she  admits.  One  possibility  is  a 
gradual  shift  from  litigation  to  work  as 
an  expert  witness,  or  roles  in  mediation 
and  arbitration — directions  that  would 
allow  more  flexibility. 

Ramsay  and  her  husband,  landscape 
architect  Peter  Johnson,  love  to  travel, 
particularly  to  Hawaii,  where  she  says 
Peter,  “at  his  ripe  old  age,”  still  loves 
to  surf.  The  couple  also  enjoys  bicy¬ 


cling,  tennis,  and  skiing,  and  spending 
time  at  their  second  home  in  the  Palm 
Desert.  Ramsay  “inherited”  her  two 
stepsons  and  stepdaughter  when  she 
and  Peter  married,  and  looks  forward 
to  welcoming  her  second  grandchild 
later  this  summer. 

“As  I  watch  my  daughter  and 
daughter-in-law  go  through  the  cycle 
of  managing  small  children  and  career, 
I  realize  it’s  still  hard  for  men  and 
women — particularly  women — to  bal¬ 
ance  family  and  work,”  she  says.  “If 
you  can  afford  to  bring  in  help,  that’s 
great.  But  I  don’t  think  our  society  has 
really  stepped  up  to  the  plate  in  terms 
of  available  resources.” 

Although  there’s  still  work  to  be 
done  by  tomorrow’s  trailblazers, 
Ramsay  appreciates  where  she  is  ... 
and  how  she  arrived. 

“I’m  convinced  there  are  no  coinci¬ 
dences  in  life,”  she  says  of  her  accom¬ 
plishments.  “We  tend  to  attract  certain 
things  in  our  lives,  sometimes 
unknowingly.  I’ve  always  had  a  strong 
belief  that  everything  works  out.  When 
I  look  back — even  on  my  weakest 
moments — I  see  how  things  worked 
out  in  ways  I  couldn’t  imagine. 

“It’s  remarkable  to  me,  and  I  feel 
such  gratitude.”

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must  train  in  Europe  and  then  gallantly 
return  home  to  practice  medicine  in 
desperately  poor  circumstances.  Some 
of  the  most  common  conditions  among 
the  Eritrean  population  are  hyperten¬ 
sion,  kidney  disease,  thyroid  disease, 
and  diabetes.  Pathologists  Overseas 
realized  that  a  US  team  with  expertise 
in  the  treatment  of  these  conditions 
could  go  to  Eritrea  to  lecture;  to  work 
with  African  staff,  patients,  and 
patients’  families;  and  to  help  hands-on 
in  their  clinics. 

Shea’s  career  at  St.  Louis 
Children’s  Hospital  had  included  ten 
years  of  experience  with  diabetes 
patients  and  three  years  of  work  with 
kidney  patients.  Ladenson  determined 
that  her  skills  were  perfect  for  the 
Eritrean  team,  and  thus,  she  was  asked 
to  join  Ladenson,  two  doctors,  a  dieti¬ 
cian,  another  nurse  practitioner,  a  dial¬ 
ysis  nurse,  and  a  photographer. 

In  February,  the  team  began  the  24- 
hour  plane  trip  from  St.  Louis  to 
Asmara,  Eritrea  (via  Washington,  DC; 
Frankfurt;  and  Cairo).  At  7,000  feet 
above  sea  level,  Asmara,  which  is  the 
country’s  capital,  enjoys  a  climate 
similar  to  San  Diego’s.  The  medical 
team  stayed  for  ten  days  in  a  hotel 
Shea  described  as  “1950’s  Europe.” 
Although  the  lodging  was  relatively 
comfortable,  the  workday  proved  chal¬ 
lenging. 

The  team  left  their  residence  after  a 
bread-and-coffee  breakfast  to  spend 
their  mornings  at  a  clinic  seeing  50  to 
60  patients.  Shea  learned  that  the  stan¬ 
dard  treatment  for  diabetics  in  Eritrea 
is  to  inject  one  shot  per  day — supplies 
permitting — of  a  type  of  insulin  that 
has  been  obsolete  in  the  US  since  the 
early  1970s.  Diabetics  re-use  a  single 


syringe  for  a  month.  Kidney  patients 
needing  dialysis  must  go  to  Europe  for 
treatment  or  face  certain  death. 
Synthroid,  the  very  common  and  inex¬ 
pensive  treatment  for  thyroid  disease, 
is  simply  not  available  in  Eritrea.  Still 
the  US  team  was  energized  by  the 
local  staff’s  dedication  in  spite  of  their 
limited  resources. 

Following  lunch  in  a  modest  local 
restaurant  featuring  African  dishes  or 
Italian  (Eritrea  was  a  former  Italian 
colony.)  fare,  the  US  team  lectured  to 
the  local  nurses  and  doctors,  all  of 
whom  spoke  English.  Shea  instructed 
the  professionals  on  the  need  to  edu¬ 
cate  patients’  families  about  their 
symptoms  and  treatment.  She  also 
spoke  with  families  directly,  using  an 
interpreter  fluent  in  the  Tigrinya  lan¬ 
guage.  The  families  needed  to  under¬ 
stand  the  immediate  danger  to  diabetic 
patients  when  they  experience  symp¬ 
toms  that  dictate  they  must  be  taken  to 
the  hospital  without  delay. 

Shea  reports  that  her  experiences  in 
Eritrea  certainly  ran  the  gamut  from 
frustration  over  shortages  of  drugs  and 
services  to  inspiration  as  she  witnessed 
the  dedication  of  the  local  profession¬ 
als.  The  Eritreans  and  their  commit¬ 
ment  to  service  reminded  her  of  two 
Theta  sisters  who  also  became  nurses 
and  often  expressed  awe  and  excite¬ 
ment  about  their  careers.  Shea  had  not 
intended  to  become  a  nurse,  but  those 
women  “infected”  her,  and  her  Eritrean 
odyssey  has  reinforced  that.

A  Theta  Makes  a 
Difference  in  a 
War-scarred, 
Poverty-Stricken  Land

What  causes  a  Midwestern  wife  and 
mother  to  head  to  a  little-known  Third 
World  country  to  provide  medical  ser¬ 
vices?  Just  ask  St.  Louis  Theta  Meg 
Danner  Shea,  Gamma  Tau/Tulsa. 

Shea  became  a  pediatric  nurse  prac¬ 
titioner  through  course  work  at  the 
University  of  Missouri-St.  Louis  after 
receiving  her  BS  in  nursing  and  a  mas¬ 
ter’s  degree  in  the  nursing  care  of  chil¬ 
dren.  Last  fall,  her  credentials  brought 
her  to  the  attention  of  the  not-for-prof¬ 
it  group  Pathologists  Overseas,  which 
is  dedicated  to  bringing  up-to-date 
clinical  lab  facilities  to  impoverished 
nations.  In  a  matter  of  months,  she 
was  packing  for  the  day-long  journey 
to  the  African  continent. 

Pathologists  Overseas  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  1991,  and  the  first  target  of 
their  service  was  Kenya.  Several  years 
later.  Dr.  Jack  Ladenson,  of  the 
Washington  University  School  of 
Medicine  in  St.  Louis,  began  a  labor 
of  love:  setting  up  a  medical  lab  in 
Africa’s  Eritrea.  Resources  in  the 
country  were  so  limited  that  diagnoses 
were  often  inconclusive,  if  not  impos¬ 
sible.  In  1994,  Ladenson  joined  forces 
with  Pathologists  Overseas.  Now  that 
a  more  conventional  central  lab  is  in 
place,  doctors  in  Eritrea  have  greatly 
improved  diagnostic  and  treatment 
capabilities.  Additionally,  through 
Ladenson’s  efforts,  the 
Washington  University  lab  at 
Barnes  Jewish  Hospital  can 
test  samples  needing  more 
sophisticated  procedures  than 
those  available  in  Eritrea.

Remember  rush?  If  you’re  over 
30,  most  of  us  had  about  the 
same  experiences:  visiting 
every  sorority  for  a  round  of  open 
house  parties,  waiting  for,  accepting 
and  regretting  invitations  to  subse¬ 
quent  rounds  of  parties,  Preference 
Night,  and  finally.  Bid  Day.  During 
the  structured  daytime  events  held  the 
week  before  classes  began,  your  fel¬ 
low  rushees  were  primarily  a  homoge¬ 
nous  group  of  typical  college  coeds: 
generally  of  European  descent,  from 
the  middle  to  upper-middle  classes, 
entering  college  directly  from  high 
school,  attending  college  full  time  to 


earn  a  degree  in  four  years,  dependent 
on  their  parents  to  take  care  of  most,  if 
not  all,  financial  responsibilities, 
working  part  time  or  not  at  all,  and 
living  on  campus. 

Today,  rush  is  called  recruitment , 
rushees  are  potential  new  members ,  and 


the  decades-old  model  of  the  campus 
collegian,  upon  which  NPC’s  traditional 
membership-enrollment  system  was 
established,  is  no  longer  typical  of  con¬ 
temporary  college  students:  Only  16 
percent  of  today’s  college  students 
attend  full  time,  are  18  to  22  years  of 
age,  and  live  on  campus  (Arthur  Levine, 
“The  Remaking  of  the  American 
University”  Innovative  Higher 
Education,  Summer,  2001);  about  75 
percent  of  all  four-year  college  students 
now  earn  a  paycheck,  and  about  25  per¬ 
cent  of  them  work  full  time. 

Contemporary  students  are  ethnical¬ 
ly,  religiously  and  racially  diverse  and 
come  from  a  wider  range  of  socioeco¬ 
nomic  backgrounds  than  ever  before: 
30  percent  are  minorities,  20  percent 
were  born  outside  the  United  States  or 
have  a  foreign-born  parent,  and  1 1 
percent  spoke  a  language  other  than 
English  while  growing  up.  Many  are 
also  first-generation  college  students. 
All  face  more  life  pressures  and  bring 
with  them  a  greater  array  of  experi¬ 
ences  than  students  in  earlier  decades.

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grams,  multi-cultural  centers  and  eth¬ 
nic-studies  departments  focusing  on 
new  student  populations.  As  the  num¬ 
ber  of  older  students  has  grown,  so, 
too  have  the  offerings  of  evening  and 
weekend  programs  designed  to  appeal 
to  working  adults.  Supplementing  the 
traditional,  structured  classroom  time 
and  lecture,  new  systems  of  delivering 
education  are  being  implemented: 
independent  study,  online  learning, 
assessment-based  grading,  and  credit 
for  civic  involvement,  community  ser¬ 
vice,  and  professional  achievement. 

With  this  understanding  of  the 
changing  campus  environment,  it 
became  clear  to  NPC  that,  to  maintain  a 
stable  or  growing  membership  and  offer 
relevant  experiences  for  an  increasingly 
diverse  population,  new  systems  to 
respond  to  the  new  students  must  be 
developed.  A  new  recruitment  process 
to  fit  the  needs  of  contemporary  college 
women  was  of  primary  importance.  In 
the  1990s,  there  was  a  continual  effort 
by  NPC  to  improve  opportunities  to 
recruit  new  members.  Because  the 
process  no  longer  served  students  nor 
the  institutions  well  on  all  campuses, 
variations  on  the  traditional  system 
mostly  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Seeking  clearer  direction,  in  2001 
the  NPC  Recruitment  Processes 
Committee  gathered  data  from  sur¬ 
veys,  oral  interviews,  past  NPC 
recruitment  committees,  and  campus 
statistics.  Information  was  solicited 
from  NPC  national  presidents,  NPC’s 
College  Panhellenics  and  Alumnae 
Panhellenics  Committees,  student  life 
professionals  (such  as  Greek  advisors 
on  campuses),  and  campus  Panhellenic 
presidents  and  Panhellenic  vice-presi¬ 
dents  of  recruitment.  The  majority  of 
survey  respondents,  regardless  of 
which  group  they  represented,  felt 
there  should  not  be  just  one  system  of 
recruitment,  that  each  campus  is 
unique  and  therefore  requires  a  unique 
approach. 

As  a  result  of  these  survey  findings 
and  NPC  discussion,  the  following 
four  changes  were  among  those  agreed 
to  at  the  October  2003  NPC  meeting. 

•  A  Marketing  Plan  that  will 
encourage  and  assist  all  NPC  member 
groups.  College  Panhellenics  and 
Alumnae  Panhellenics  in  developing 
marketing  programs  that  will  focus  on 
a  variety  of  publics  at  the  inter/nation- 


NPC  groups  remain  viable  for  con* 
temporary  students  by  integrating 
social  and  academic  support  in 
dynamic,  interdisciplinary  communities 
that  encourage  students  to  learn  from 
each  other.  These  kinds  of  environ¬ 
ments  have  been  shown  to  increase 
student  retention,  expand  levels  of 
learning,  enhance  relationships 
between  students,  faculty,  and  disci¬ 
plines,  tie  education  to  experience, 
increase  commitment  to  civic  involve¬ 
ment,  and  enhance  students’  capacity 
for  cross-cultural  understanding 

Effective  campus  social  support  sys¬ 
tems  contribute  to  increased  student 
learning.  Women's  fraternal  associations 
have  a  correlation  with  educational 
attainment,  leadership,  cultural  aware¬ 
ness,  tolerance,  empathy,  independence, 
and  ability  to  relate  to  others. 

As  campus  paradigms  continue  to 
shift,  NPC  must  do  the  same  to 
remain  an  important  partner  in  the 
total  education  of  women,  integral  to 
the  learning  process  by  providing  com¬ 
munity  service,  co-op  learning  envi¬ 
ronments,  vital  social  support,  and 
environments  in  which  appreciation  for 
a  broader  population  is  fostered. 


al,  community  and  university  levels. 

•  New  methodology  for  determining 
release  figures  will  provide  realistic 
opportunities  to  encourage  managed 
growth  while  balancing  the  need  for 
parity  among  chapters  with  member¬ 
ship  opportunities  for  unaffiliated 
women.  Quota  will  be  set  as  late  as 
possible  in  the  recruitment  process  to 
place  the  greatest  number  of  women. 
How  we  manage  the  expectations  of 
potential  new  members  plays  a  large 
role  in  whether  or  not  they  will  com¬ 


plete  the  recruitment  process  and  how 
satisfied  they  will  be  with  the  outcome. 

•  A  menu  of  four  recruitment  styles 
models  has  been  adopted.  The  four 
styles  each  lead  to  the  same  goal,  but 
in  different  ways.  While  the  emphasis 
and  details  of  each  style  will  vary 
from  campus  to  campus,  the  move 
from  one  rather  inflexible  formal 
recruitment  system  to  a  four-style  sys¬ 
tem  presents  an  opportunity  to  make 
clear  choices  by  offering  alternative 
recruitment  methods,  responsiveness 
to  changing  demographics,  and  cost 
containment  via  the  no-frills  recruit¬ 
ment  concept  adopted  in  1991. 

Briefly,  here  are  the  four  recruit¬ 
ment  models. 

Continuous  Open  Recruitment  - 

On-going  informal  events  of  all  sizes 
organized  by  chapters  and  their  alum¬ 
nae.  Bids  offered  directly  to  potential 
new  members. 

Minimally  Structured  Recruitment  - 

Potential  new  members  explore 
options  at  their  discretion.  Members 
and  potential  new  members  get  to 
know  one  another  in  a  relaxed,  infor¬ 
mal  atmosphere  without  structured 
events.  Each  chapter  determines  the 
times  and  types  of  social  occasions 
they  will  have,  and  may  include  a 
preference  event.  The  campus 
Panhellenic  organization  determines 
the  date  for  issuing  bids. 

Partially  Structured  Recruitment  - 
Events  established  within  a  more  loose¬ 
ly  defined  time  frame  provide  potential 
new  members  the  flexibility  to  attend 
events  according  to  their  own  schedules 
and  interests.  Potential  new  members 
are  required  to  visit  each  sorority  at 
least  once;  a  reference  event  and  Bid 
Day  conclude  recruitment. 

Fully  Structured  Recruitment  - 
Traditional,  with  structured  rounds  and 
events  highlighting  positive  aspects  of 
sorority  life  and  responsible  member¬ 
ship.  Traditional  recruitment  works 
well  on  some  campuses,  generally 
those  with  a  large  number  of  women 
interested  in  becoming  part  of  the 
Greek  system. 

In  consultation  with  the  campus 
Greek  advisor  and  with  the  approval 
of  their  NPC  area  advisor,  college 
Panhellenics  will  determine  which 
recruitment  style  is  the  best  fit  for 
their  campus.  Implementation  of  the 
recruitment  styles  will  begin  in 
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January  2005  after  the  college 
Panhellenics  on  each  campus  have 
assessed  their  needs  using  material 
provided  by  NPC.  No-Frills 
Recruitment  will  remain  a  goal  on 
every  Panhellenic  campus. 

•  NPC  also  established  a  Committee 
on  Recruitment  to  monitor  trends  and 
recommend  and  implement  recruit¬ 
ment  strategies.  The  committee  may 
include  Greek  advisors  and  other  rele¬ 
vant  experts.  A  new  recruitment  hand¬ 
book  will  also  be  developed. 

Now  that  you  understand  why  and 
how  recruitment  is  changing,  here’s 
what  you  can  do  to  ensure  that  the 
joys  of  sisterhood  remain  available  to 
generations  of  women  yet  to  come 
Seek  personal  and  informative 
Panhellenic-spirited  contact  with 
prospective  members  at  all  times  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  Let  these  young  women 
know  that  only  through  Greek  affilia¬ 
tion  begun  during  college  will  they 
have  a  multi-faceted  association  dedi¬ 
cated  to  life-long  local  and  national 
support  systems  in  which  they  are  able 


to  develop  leadership  skills;  pursue 
knowledge,  wisdom  and  scholarship; 
build  career,  personal  and  social  net¬ 
working;  discover  rewarding  opportu¬ 
nities  for  community  service  and  phil¬ 
anthropic  endeavors;  and  form  endur¬ 
ing  friendships  built  on  common  expe¬ 
riences,  aspirations,  and  respect. 


Only  9.8  percent  of 
students  estimate 
chances  are  very  good 
that  they  will  join  a 
social  fraternity  or 
sorority  while 
attending  college.  This 
is  down  from  last  year. 


Relate  to  potential  new  members  your 
fondest  memories  of  all-night  chats 
with  your  sisters,  the  help  you 
received  from  a  senior  English  major 
that  got  you  through  a  tough  freshman 
writing  assignment,  the  planning  and 
execution  of  a  fund-raiser  to  benefit 
your  philanthropy,  the  experiences  you 
gained  as  a  chapter  chairman  and  then 
officer  which  later  helped  you  advance 
in  your  career,  the  social  skills  you 
honed  during  recruitment,  and  the 
myriad  new  sisters  you  met  and 
instantly  connected  with  as  an  alumna. 
Tell  them  about  the  reunions  you  still 
attend,  10,  25,  even  50  years  after  your 
college  graduation.  Tell  them  that  your 
Greek  affiliation  has  been  a  building 
block  and  a  cornerstone  of  your  life, 
and  still  is. 

Tell  them  that  NPC  is  changing  so 
that  women  in  new  circumstances  and 
surroundings  may  enjoy  these  same 
life-affirming  relationships,  opportuni¬ 
ties  and  memories,  and  one  day  fondly 
ask,  “Remember  recruitment?”

Celebrating 
1 00  Years 
of  Noble 
Womanhood 


On  January  24,  2004,  members  of 
Alpha  Eta  Chapter  and  the  Nashville 
Alumnae  Chapter  came  together  to  celebrate 
the  past  and  look  with  eagerness  toward  the  future.  More  than  300 
Thetas,  including  Fraternity  President  Mary  Jane  Beach,  gathered  to 
observe  Alpha  Eta’s  100th  birthday,  to  applaud  the  Nashville 
Alumnae  Chapter  for  81  years  of  steadfast  support,  and  to  participate 
in  a  mock  groundbreaking  ceremony  for  the  major  house  renovation 
that  will  bridge  Alpha  Eta  into  its  second  century. 


Fraternity  with  three  grand  presidents, 
second  only  in  number  to  Alpha 
Chapter.  The  first  of  these,  Besse 
Newsome  Florence,  assumed  the  presi¬ 
dency  when  the  Alpha  Eta  Chapter 
itself  was  only  15  years  old;  she  served 
from  1919  to  1922.  Ellen  Bowers 
Hofstead  served  two  terms,  from  1952 
to  1956,  after  which  she  became 
National  Panhellenic  Conference  dele¬ 
gate,  a  position  she  held  for  the  next 
twenty-two  years.  Lissa  Luton 
Bradford  was  grand  president  from 
1980-1984.  She  has  served  as  NPC 
delegate  from  1986  to  the  present. 

In  1923,  the  Nashville  Alumnae 
chapter  was  chartered  with  26  found¬ 
ing  members.  In  1924  a  visiting  officer 
to  Alpha  Eta  wrote  in  her  report:  “The 
relationship  between  the  college  and 
alumnae  chapters  in  Nashville  is  a 
great  happiness  to  both.”  And  so  it  has 
been  for  the  past  eight  decades.  The 
alumnae  chapter  has  filled  the  advisory 
and  corporation  boards  and  provided 
food  for  hundreds  of  dinners,  brunches, 
and  luncheons  for  recruitment,  home¬ 
coming,  parents  weekends,  various 
receptions  and  other  chapter  events. 

From  its  inception,  the  Nashville 
Alumnae  Chapter  has  raised  money 
annually  for  local  charities  and  the 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Foundation.  It 
boasts  Nashville’s  first  charity  ball,  the 
Bal  d’Hiver,  begun  in  1946  and  still 
going  strong.  For  the  past  60  years,  the 
Nashville  Alumnae  Chapter  has  led  all 


Remembering  the  Past 

In  1873,  Commodore  Cornelius 
Vanderbilt  gave  one  million  dollars  to 
endow  and  build  Vanderbilt,  then  a 
small  university  on  the  western  border 
of  Nashville  associated  with  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South.  In 
1 897  a  young  female  student  from 
Chicago  organized  a  local  sorority.  Phi 
Kappa  Upsilon,  with  the  help  of  a  pro¬ 
fessor  of  Greek.  Although  there  were 
less  than  700  students  enrolled,  there 
were  already  1 2  fraternities  on  the 
campus,  and  the  Phi  Kappa  Upsilon 
“girls”  also  wanted  to  affiliate  with  a 
national  organization.  They  selected 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  and  began  the 
process  of  pursuing  affiliation,  a 
process  that  would  last  seven  years. 

In  1900,  the  members  of  Phi  Kappa 
Upsilon  extended  membership  to  their 
athletic  instructor,  Stella  Scott 
Vaughan.  “Miss  Stella”  would  become 
the  chapter’s  guiding  light  and 
guardian  angel  for  the  next  five 
decades.  On  December  16,  1903,  she 
received  a  telegram  that  read:  “Stella 
Scott  Vaughan,  Vanderbilt  Campus, 
Nashville,  Tenn.  Charter  granted  cor¬ 
dial  welcome  Alpha  Eta  of  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta.  L.  Pearle  Green.”  So,  on 
January  15,  1904,  Alpha  Eta  was 
installed  as  Theta’s  33rd  chapter  and 
its  first  chapter  in  the  south.  Of  the  16 
charter  members,  six  were  members  of 


Phi  Beta  Kappa,  and  two  were 
Founders  Medalists.  The  tradition  of 
scholastic  excellence  has  been  a  hall¬ 
mark  of  Alpha  Eta  Chapter  through 
the  years.  By  the  time  the  chapter  was 
50  years  old,  there  were  79  members 
of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  (more  than  any 
other  chapter  at  Vanderbilt  or  any 
other  Theta  chapter)  and  the  Founders 
Medal  count  was  at  seven. 

Not  only  did  Alpha  Eta  distinguish 
itself  on  the  Vanderbilt  campus,  but  it 
also  has  made  its  place  within 
the  Fraternity  during  the  past  ten 
decades.  In  1 962,  the  Founders 
Award  was  created  to  be  given 
to  Theta’s  most  outstanding 
chapter  of  the  biennium.  Not 
only  was  Alpha  Eta  the  first 
recipient,  but  the  chapter  would 
win  it  again  in  1978,  one  of 
only  two  chapters  to  receive  the 
award  more  than  once.  Alpha 
Eta  has  also  provided  the

other  alumnae  chapters  in  contribu¬ 
tions  to  the  Institute  of  Logopedics 
and  later  to  the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
Foundation.  The  alumnae  have  created 
two  educational  trust  funds  and  two 
grants.  In  2002,  the  alumnae  Founders 
Award  was  presented  to  the  Nashville 
Alumnae  Chapter. 

Celebrating  the 
Present 

Because  the  relationship  between 
Alpha  Eta  and  the  Nashville  Alumnae 
Chapter  remains  “a  great  happiness  to 
both,”  the  idea  of  combining  the  cen¬ 
tennial  celebration  with  the  annual 
Founders  Day  luncheon  was  favorably 
received.  Florence  Stumb  Davis, 

Alpha  Eta/Vanderbilt,  chaired  the  busy 
weekend,  which  began  with  a  Friday 
night  supper  at  the  home  of  Lillias 
Dale  Johnston  honoring  the  Founder’s 
Club  donors  (those  who  have  pledged 
$5,000  or  more  to  the  Centennial 
Building  Campaign). 

Saturday’s  events  began  with  a 
reception  and  groundbreaking  at  the 
chapter  house.  Alumnae,  collegians 
and  friends  gathered  for  brunch  and  a 
short  program  during  which  facility 
corporation  district  director  Sharon 
Gordon-Girvin,  Beta  Nu/Florida  State, 
announced  a  gift  to  the  chapter  of  12 
place  settings  of  Theta  china  from  the 
college  chapters,  advisory  boards,  and 
facility  corporation  boards  in  District 
V.  The  event  ended  with  the  ceremoni¬ 
al  turning  of  the  soil  to  commemorate 
the  house  renovation  that  began  fol¬ 
lowing  graduation  in  May.  Wielding 
the  black  and  gold  shovels  were 
Jimmy  Hofstead,  who  made  the  lead 
gift  for  the  house  renovation  in  memo¬ 
ry  of  his  wife,  former  Fraternity 
President  Ellen  Hofstead;  Alpha  Eta 
President  Tricia  Martin;  Centennial 
Committee  Chairman  Lissa  Bradford; 
and  Facility  Corporation  President 
Suzanne  Graf  McLemore,  Delta 
Pi/Tennessee. 

The  centerpiece  of  the  weekend  was 
the  Founders  Day/Centennial 
Celebration  luncheon.  Alumnae  and 
collegians  were  welcomed  with  Theta 
tunes  from  the  past;  on  display  was  a 
large  birthday  cake  decorated  with  a 
kite  and  stars  as  well  as  an  exhibit  of 
Alpha  Eta  memorabilia.  The  exhibit 
will  ultimately  be  displayed  in  the  ren¬ 


ovated  chapter  house.  T\ 
tables  were  beautifully 
appointed  with  orchid 
centerpieces  and  favors  ( 
notepads  and  pens 
embellished  with  the  cer 
tennial  date  and  logo. 

Nashville  Alumnae 
Chapter  President  Estie 
Woodall  Harris,  Delta 
Omicron/Alabama, 
presided  over  the 
Founders  Day  festivities

Ann  Shull  Lauterbach, 
former  Fraternity  vice- 
president  finance.  The  5( 
year  Thetas  were  hon¬ 
ored,  as  well  as  the 
Hughes/Shull/Cavert  fan 
ily,  which  boasts  23  mer 
bers  of  the  Alpha  Eta 
Chapter,  1 9  of  whom  are 
living  and  1 1  of  whom 
were  in  attendance.  This 
included  Alpha  Eta’s  old¬ 
est  living  member — Mary 
Hughes  Rose,  initiated  in 
1924. 

Fraternity  President  Mary  Jane 
Beach  addressed  the  gathering  of 
Thetas  representing  many  different 
generations  and  chapters.  Florence 
Davis  read  a  congratulatory  note  from 
First  Lady  Laura  Bush.  This  note, 
along  with  the  many  others  received 
from  Theta  college  and  alumnae  chap¬ 
ters  across  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  will  be  preserved  as  memen¬ 
tos  of  the  Centennial  observance. 

Lissa  Bradford  presented  a  “living” 
history  of  Alpha  Eta’s  past,  featuring  a 
collage  of  noteworthy  world  events  in 
addition  to  chapter,  university,  and 
Fraternity  happenings.  The  history  was 
accompanied  by  Alpha  Eta  new  mem¬ 
bers  wearing  period  clothing  and 
strolling  through  the  ballroom. 

Building  for  the 
Future 

Alpha  Eta’s  chapter  house  was  built 
in  the  early  1960s  to  accommodate  a 
chapter  of  roughly  80  members. 

Today,  the  chapter  tops  170  members, 
and  the  house  no  longer  meets  its 
needs.  An  initiative  to  remodel  the 
existing  facility  was  combined  with 


the  Centennial  celebration  to  generate 
interest  and  excitement  for  both.  A 
campaign  goal  of  $  1 ,600,000  was 
determined  in  order  to  install  a  sprin¬ 
kler  system,  add  a  chapter  room,  reno¬ 
vate  and  replace  obsolete  mechanical 
systems,  and  update  the  fagade.  Other 
features  will  include  additional  storage 
space,  a  small  lounge,  a  larger  office, 
and  a  more  efficient  kitchen. 

The  Centennial  Campaign  commit¬ 
tee,  made  up  of  Lissa  Bradford,  chair¬ 
man;  Suzanne  McLemore,  facility  cor¬ 
poration  president.  Gray  Oliver 
Thornburg,  Jane  Chad  well  Delony, 
Adelaide  Davis  Stevens,  and  Judy 
Willett  Meadows,  began  organizing 
and  working  on  the  project  in  the 
spring  of  2001 .  To  date,  there  are  612 
individual  donors  who  have  given  or 
pledged  more  than  $1.4  million.  The 
projected  date  for  the  renovation  to  be 
completed  is  January  2005.  The 
Centennial  celebration  will  be  a  won¬ 
derful  memory,  but  its  legacy — a 
newly  renovated  chapter  home — will 
insure  the  continued  success  of  Alpha 
Eta  Chapter  on  the  Vanderbilt  campus 
and  within  the  Fraternity.
